HEREAS there was this day read, at the Board, the humble me- 
morial of Sir George Baker, Bart. Phyfician to their Majefties, 
and Prefident of the College or Commonalty of the Faculty of Phyficin Lon- 
don, fetting forth, that the faid Prefident and College have, with great care, . 
pains, and induftry, revifed, corrected, and reformed, a book, by them for- 
merly publifhed, intitled, Pharmacopeia Collegii Regalis Medicorum Londi- 
nenfis, prefcribing and directing the manner of preparing all forts of medicines 
therein contained, together with the true weights and meafures by which they 
ought to be made; which book is now perfected and ready to be publithed, and, 
it is conceived, will contribute to the public good of his Majefty’s fubjeéts, by 
. preventing all deceits, differences, and uncertainties, in making or compound- 
ing of medicines, if, for the future, the manner and form prefcribed therein 
fhould be praétifed by apothecaries and others in their compofitions of.medi- 
cines. The memorialift, therefore, moft humbly prays, that his Majefty will 
be gracioufly pleafed to enforce the obfervance thereof in fuch manner as tohis 
Majefty thall {eem meet. His Majefty this day took the faid memorial into 
his royal confideration, and, being defirous to provide in all cafes for the common 
good of his people, and being perfuaded that the eftablifhing the general ufe of 
the faid book may tend to the prevention of fuch deceits in the making and 
' compounding medicines, wherein the lives and health of his Majefty’s fubjects 
are fo highly concerned, hath therefore thought fit, by and with the advice of 
his Privy Council, hereby to notify to all apothecaries and others concerned, 
to the intent they may not pretend ignorance thereof, that the faid book, called 
Pharmacopeia Collegii Regalis Medicorum Londinenfis, is perfected and ready 
to be publifhed. And his Majefty doth therefore ftriétly require, charge, and 
command, all and fingular apothecaries,.and others whofe bufinefs it is to com- 
pound medicines, or diftil oil or waters, or make other extracts, within any 
part of his Majefty’s kingdom of Great Britain called England, dominion of 
Wales, or town of Berwick-upon-Tweed, that they, and every of them, im- 
mediately after the faid Pharmacopeeia Collegii Regalis Medicorum Londinenfis 
fhall be printed and publifhed, do not compound or make any medicine or me- 
dicinal receipt or prefcription, or diftil any oil or waters, or make other ex~ 
tracts, that are or fhall bein the faid Pharmacopeia Collegii Regalis Medico- 
rum Londinenfis mentioned or named, in any other manner or form than is or 
fhall be directed, prefcribed, and fet down, by the faid book, and according to 
the weights and meafures that are or fhall be therein limited, except it fhall be 
by the fpecial direction or prefcription of fome learned phyfician in that behalf, 
— And his Majefty doth hereby declare, that the offenders to the contrary fhall 
not only incur his Majefty’s juft difpleafure, but be proceeded againft, for fuch 
their contempt and offences, according to the utmoft feverity of the law.

‘fince our predeceffors executed the 

fame tatk we have now undertaken, no lefs 
to the praife of their judgement than their 
diligence. If Medicine, during that {pace, 
advanced not equally with other ufeful 
arts, it received many valuable improve- 
ments ; as well from the induftry and dif-. 
coveries of others, as from thofe more 
particularly who have, of late, ftudied Che- 

miftry with unufual zeal and penetration. 

As, for that reafon, itbecame our dutytoex- 

- amine anew the common inftruments of the 
art of healing, we thought that duty requi- 
red us to employ all the afliftance which ~ 
could be derived from modern chemittry ;

and, from its collected light, render our. 
work more clear and luminous. It was 
our principal with that every chemical mat- 
ter, applicable to the practice of Phyfic, 
fhould beintroduced by us,not onlyfreed from 
error, but more perfect and neat, as well as __ 
more fcientifically digefted and arranged, than 
had been ufual among us. All our care was 
not, however, fo far wafted on this very dif- 
ficult part of our work as to neglect other 
things, or only touch on.them curforily and 
by chance ; as the compofition of each me- 
dicine was feparately and carefully weighed ; 
in order that if any thing was found defi- 
cient it might be added, —iftoo much, or 
redundant, taken away. Nor have we 
made any fcruple, in executing this duty, 
to cut oft whole formulas when of little ufe, 
and to infert.others more ufeful, — in fuch 
a manner, however, that no new remedy 
has been fondly adopted, no one, in conftant 
ufe and practice, rejected. 

Great carehas beentaken that very few tra- 
ces. fhould remain of anile fuperitition ;

and, if any thing unneceffary, or of Tittle 
ule, be fcattered here and there, we have 
thought it better to leave our fucceffors to’ 
correct or reject it than to oppofe errone- 
ous opinions too pertinacioufly—whilft they 
are innocent. We have confulted fimplici- 
ty wherever in our power, and been particu- 
larly careful that fuch things only fhould 
be compounded as commodioufly unite to- 
gether, and tend to one and the fame de- 
fign. Hence it happens that fome predi- 
gious and enormous aztidotes, which have 
really neither bounds‘nor intention, and are ~ 
made up of fubftances collected from all quar- 
ters, and oppofite in their virtues, ‘are°new 
at laft difplaced ;- a manifeft proof that 
neither the authority of antient cuftom, nor 
reverence of antiquity, has any ao too | 
much dominion over us. — 

- The antients were muferably occupied 
with the fear and the correction of poifons, 
_of which, however, we are certain they wete 
acquainted with very few. . Far different in 
our time is the fortune of poifons; for, 

| medicine 
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medicine feems not now to be averfe to them 
as to inveterate enemies, but to have 
brought them over to its party, and to make 
ufe of them as allies and auxiliaries. A 
few of thefe (which we have ourfelves tried) 
we have enrolled in our lift, ready to adopt 
others, if faithful experiment, made in the 
cure of difeafes, fhall demonftrate their 
efficacy.—It would be too rafh to adopt as 
known what has not been, as yet, fufficiently 
explored. 

The great number of things to which we 
have given names, before unknown, and 
lately formed, may perhaps give to fome an 
opportunity of finding fault ; fince there is 
-{carcely any one who does not more willing- 
ly ufe names to which he has been accuf- 
tomed than new ones. But the defign of 
thefe changes is, firft, that fome vain and 
unmeaning words, derived from the falla- 
cies of the old chemifts, or otherwile, fhould 
fall into difufe, (as much as poffible) and | 
into oblivion : 2dly, that each compofition 
. fhould by its title rather fhew what it is, 
than

than for what intention it is defignedj;—and 

of what principles it confifts; rather than in 

what cafes it is ufeful, or to’ what par'tsof 
the body appropriated : and, laftly, that 

_ ‘no remedy fhould be concealéd under’a title 
which does not belong to it. With regard'to 

“the names we have arbitrarily’ given to 
three alkaline Salts, (of which ‘one, indeed, — 
had been long in ufe, and the other two‘are 
but little altered from their common appella- 
_ tion,) they have in truth fomuch convenience | 
and brevity, that they may juftly claim, 
at leaft, the excufe of Phyficians. It is 
not, however, to be denied, that fo many 
novelties muft be difagreeable to thofe who 
deal in medicines; efpecially at firft, and 
before they conceive them perfectly; but 
that difguft, however great it may be, will 
be got the better of eafily, ceafe of itfelf, 
and give place to a cuftom, more proper, 
- more pleafant, and more ufeful. 

We are not ignorant: how very great 
the difficulty is of forming a Difpenfatory in 
every refpect complete and perfect, — nor 

of 
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of the little reafon there is for hoping it 
would pleafe all mankind :—we pretend not 
to undertake any fuch thing ; and fhall re- 
ally congratulate ourfelves, if the trouble, 
employed for the public health on this 
work, anfwers in fome degree the purpofe 
of alleviating the evils of ficknefs, and ren- 
dering their cure more prompt and expedi- 
tious. tof ap :

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This acrid and bitter plant grows in various mountainous 
parts of Europe ; that, however, from Bohemia and Saxo 
ny, is preferred, on account of its ftronger fell, Pharm. 
Dan. ~ The apothecaries are cautioned not to miftake other 
plants of fimilar appearance for Leopard’s Bane, fuch as the 
Hypochceris maculata, (Co/fa,) Hagens Lebrb. der Apcthe- 
#erk.—or the Inula Dyfenterica, (Conyza media afferis flore lu 
teo,) the leaves of which are oblong, and fomewhat downy, 
whilft thofe of Leopard’s Bane are rather oval, entire, and 
ribbed like plantain. Ph. Dan. 

It has long been in reputation in Germany as a refolvent 
of coagulated blood, and generally given after contufions 
and internal bleedings, from its good effects in which cafes 
it has been called the Panacea Lapforum. It was praifed 
more than a century ago by Febr,in the Eph. N. C. nor has 
time deftroyed its reputation on the continent, if we may 
judge by the’great number of eminent perfons who have re- 
commended it. Formerly an infufion or decoétion in beer, 
of a 3i or Zii of the herb alone, or with the flowers, was 
employed ;—of ate, the flowers have been preferred. Both 
are fometimes diuretic, fometimes diaphoretic, and very often 
they occafion naufea, anxiety, and vomiting. Some judges 
ment, therefore, is required in their exhibition, . 

Collin earneftly recommends the flowers in paralytic and 
fpafmodic cafes, believing them to act, in fome peculiar man- 
ner, on the fenforium commune, and whole nervous fyftem :

They have been often fince given with advantage. in feveral 
kinds of convulfions, and many examples are related of epi- 
lepfies cured by their ufe; but they have much oftener failed, 
as mutt happen where too much is expected from a res 
medy. Hannes haftily publifhed the cafe of an epilepfy, 
fuppofed cured by thefe leaves, which returned after eight 
months ; anda patient of mine, in 1769, thought himfelf

Canada Balfam is a white tranfparent turpentine, — beco= 
ming by age yellowith, “of an agreeable {mell, approaching 
to that of Balfam of Mecca,—of a mild and flightly-bitter 
tafte.

Barilla, or Soda, is a faline and earthly concrete, artificially 
prepared by burning certain plants growing on the fea-coafts, 
-—on thofe of the Mediterranean and Cafpian feas particular- 
ly. It varies in charaéter and goodnefs according to the 
place whence it is brought, the plants from which it is pre- 
pared, and perhaps from the mode of the preparation. “The 
moft efteemed, of what is brought to us, is that of Alicant, 
called de Berilla, or Ja Bariglia, to which that of Carthage- 
nais much inferior; and the fort called de Bourdine, or de 
Barech, is fitter for the ufe of the foap-maker than the phyfi- 

cian. Ph. Dan. 

All the forts contain, befides earth, the natron of the an- 
tients and of the prefent Pharmacopceia, for many years pat 
ufually called foffil or mineral fixed alkali; and moft of them 
have a mixture of kali and fome neutral falt, — fometimes 
fulphur and particles of iron..

generally, asa diuretic than any other medicine. Fox- 
glove, it muft be owned, highly deferves the attention of 
phyficians; but it would be criminal to repeat its recommen- 
dation, even in hydropic habits, —not often the moft irritable, 
—without, at the fame time, mentioning, that Dr. Wither 
ing has known the pulfe retarded by it to an alarming degree 
without any preceding effet, — that he gives it ina very 
fmall dofe, — that it is of confequence not to repeat the 
_dofes tog quickly, but to allow fufficient time for the effects 
of each to take place,—as he has found it very poffible to pour 
in an injurious quaniity of the medicine before any of the 
-fignals for forbearance haveappeared ;—and that its ufe is to be 
topped on the appearance of its affeCting the pulfe, the fte- 
mach, the kidneys, or the bowels. (See Withering on Fox- 
glove, 8v0.

They muft be ufed fparingly, being 
violent in their operation, and inftances of their fatal effects 
are recorded. A decoction of 3i, or Zii, is a fharp purge. 
(With. Bot. Arr.) 

Biffet pronounces Bearsfoot, from repeated obfervation, to 
be very powerful in expelling worms, (AZed. Con/?. of Great 
Britain,) and the powder of the leaves has been proved fo 
by the experiments of Profeflor Back in Sweden. (Linn. 
diff.) ‘The juice is recommended by Bifet to be made into 
a fyrup with fugar, and to this, or to a'decoétion of the 
leaves, an equal portion of tincture of rhubarb is to be added, 
—of which 31 is tobe taken going to bed, and 431, or 
3ij, in the morning for two or three fucceffive days, by 
children from two to fix years of age. In general, he 
thinks it beft to give it in fuch a dofe as may excite vomiting. 
(Med. Conft.) Ina later work he fays, that, though the 
mixture of Bearsfoot and tin@ure of Rhubarb or Jalap moft 
effectually expels round worms in children and youths, yet, 
in adults it is lefs efficacious.

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This gum-refin (for its being called a refin was a miftake 
which efcaped the attention of the correctors of the prefs) 
‘is brought tous from that part of Africa adjacent to 
. the river Gambia, and began to be employed about thirty 
years ago. Itis divided into pieces of various magnitude, fome 
as large as a walnut. (Spielman.) It is hard, brittle, of a 
dark reddifh colour, inclining to black, and opake,—except 
the minute fragmients cf it, which appear, like bits of garnet, - 
ted, and tranfparent. (Fothergill med. Obf, & Ing. Vol. 1.) 
It has a refemblance to Catechu, but is more red and a- 
ftringent. (Webfter’s Ed. of Lew. Dip.) 

Great part of it diffolves readily in the mouth, difcovering 
a ftrong but grateful aftringency, with fomewhat-of a muci- 
laginous fweetnefs. When coarfely powdered, and thrown 
_ into water, about § or 6 parts in feven foon diffolve, and 
communicate to ita deep red colour, and a ftrong aftringent 
-tafte. What remains undiffolved appears to be refinous. It 
differs from the red lumps of the common Gum Senega in 
being much more brittle,—from Dragon’s Blood by diflolving 
in water,—and from both by its ftipticity. Fothergiil adds, 
that he has had fpecimens fent him not fo readily foluble in 
water, and in tafte bitter and auftere, which he fuppofes the 
produce of a different tree. Med. Obf. & Ing. Vol. 1. 

It was firft mentioned by Dr. Oldfield to Dr. Fothergill as 
an ufeful remedy in*chronical diarrhoea, and the latter thinks _ 
it may be ufeful not only in diarrhoea but leucorrhoea, and in 
fuch difeafes as arife from laxity and acrimony.

Several fpecies of Daphne have been praifed for the fame 
virtues as thofe belonging to that here adopted: but the mif- 
chief which happens in fo many other cafes from a confufion 
of fpecies is not here much to be feared ; each of them being 
furnifhed with a fimilar and very violent acrimony. (Murray 
App. Med. tom. 44) Bergius {ays it is indifferent from which 
{pecies of the genus the bark is chofen, but that the Cortex. 
Daphnes Mezerei is the officinal one in Sweden, (AL. AL p. 
307,) and the numerous experiments made in Germany, 
Sweden, and England, demontftrate the particular efficacy, of 

this fpecies. Adurray App. tom. 4, 
 Spurge-Olive is found wild in the woods of more than one 
county in England. It isa fhrub four feet or more high, with 
{pear-fhaped deciduous leaves, — flowers fitting in threes, 
(alfo in twos and fours, Reich.) growing on the ftem, (Linn) 
of a purple colour, (fometimes pale red, and white, Stokes,) 
appearing early in {pring, (fometimes in January, L.4ZM.) 
and having afimell of hyacinth ; hence it is cultivatedin gardens, 
(Murray App. tom. 4.) Abroad the bark is commonly taken - 
from the trunk or large branches; here the bark of the root is 
directed ;_ which, if taken up in the depth of winter, Ru/él 
thinks not fo good, as being thinner and lefs juicy. When 
chewed, it is not at firft pungent to the tafte, but after a little 
time is greatly fo, and the difagreeable ftimulus in the fau-

A decoction, made of ij of the cortical part of the frefh 
root, boiledin f6iij of water to ibij, dofe from Z iv to 3 viij, four 
times aday, Rufél found to be very efficacious inrefolving vene- 
real nodes, and in a thickening of the periofteum from other 
caufes. He found it ferviceable in no other venereal fymp- 
_ tom, and generally joined withit a folution of the hydrargyrus 
muriatus. (See Med. Obf. & Inquiries, Vol. 3.) Doctor 
Monro fays he has not found this decoétion of fervice, unlefs 
where mercury had been freely ufed before, or at the fame 
time with it. (AZonro on Chymifiry and Mat. Med. Vol. 3 pe 
177.) The cafe ofa difficulty of fwallowing after lying-in, 
feemingly occafioned by a paralytic affection, and of three 
years duration, cured by chewing a thin flice of the root as 
often as the patient could bear to do it, may be feen in With- 
ering’s Bot.

The bark of Mezereon may be employed external- 
ly,— and probably with equal effe&, — as that of Thyme- 
lcea is by the inhabitants of Aunis, and by Le Roy, —as a 
fubftitute for a blifter.

This plant, called alfo Butua by the Portuguele and Spa- 


- niards, grows in South America, particularly Brafil; and its 


root was introduced at Paris in 1688 by Amelot, the French — 


king’s ambaflador, (Hi/?. de Ac. Sc. 1710 5) whence it bee 


came known to the reftof Europe. It is brought from Bra=. 
fil in crooked pieces of different fizes, fome no bigger than — 
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the finger, others as large as a child’s arm; the outfide is 

brownifh, and varioufly wrinkled; the internal fubftance of 

a pale, dull, yellowifh, hue, and interwoven as it were with 

woody fibres, fo that, on a tranfverfe fe@tion, there appears 

a number of concentric circles, crofled with ftriz running 

from the center to the circumference. Tt has no remarkable 
fmell; but, to the tafte, manifefts confiderable fweetnefs, 
of the liquorice kind, with fome bitternefs, and a flight 
roughnels, covered by the fweet matter.

It is extolled by the Brafilians and Portuguefe in fuppref- 
fions of urine, and in nephritic and calculous complaints.

of St. Croix, was made known in Sweden, Bergius tells usy 
by Rolander ; who; having learnt its virtues from a negro 
named Quaff, (by others Coiffi,) brought 2 fpecimen of it 
on his return from Surinam, in 1756 ;— but Fermin fays the 
Bois de Coiffi was known as a medicine at Surinam long be= 
fore the Negro Coiffi; — and Haller tells ‘us his fon-in-la 
Braun, when ill with an epidemic fever in 1742, took it am 
‘a remedy in common ufe. (Bibl. Bot: tom 2. page 555) 
Tt was not, however, generally noticed in Europe till Lin< 
nzus publifhed a defeription of it in 1763. 

Itis taken from both trunk and branches ; is white; folid, 

tough, hard, (never fo hard as not eafily to be cut into flicesy 
Murray,) and lightith ;—cut tranfverfely, it is marked with

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and many hollowed points {pread over the whole difk, It is 
covered witha thin bark, of a pale white, (eafily. feparated, 
Murr.) often fpotted with black, lightifh, and brittle.

It has no fmell, — its tafte very bitter without aftrin- 
gency, andnotnaufeous.. The thicker the pieces, the more 
compact the wood, though light for its fize,—the whiter in- 
ternally, and more bitter.

The thell is faid 
to have a ftrong degree of acrimony not difcoverable by the 
tafte,— to which it feems infipid,—but by. its effects on other 
parts. 

A fingle feed, chewed ad fwallowed in the evening by 
an healthy lufty man, although its tafte was like that of al- 
monds, left a ptingént fenfation in the throat. » The man, afi 
ter fleeping quietly the whole night, awoke the. next morn- 
ing with a violent vomiting, and was the whole day affected 
with alternaté vomitings and purgings. At the fame time, 
a lady of a delicate conftitution, in like manner, atea fingle 
feed, but, having firft carefully feparated and thrown away 
the fhell with the invefting membrane, was not fenfible ofany 
injurious effect. (Bergius.) It is faid, indeed; ‘that the ins 
habitants of the countries where the plant grows' take only 
one or two feeds, and this dofe aéts as a draftic purgative. 
It would not, therefore, be advifable to take many of thele 
feeds in fubftance, efpecially if not fhelled. 

Thete feeds contain a large quantity of oil; whith is ob- 
tained either by boiling ps after being bruifed, in water, 
and tkimming Off the oil which rifes to the furface,—or by eX 
prefion. ‘That obtained by boiling lofes its fweetnefs from 
the heat, — is whiter, lefs purgative, and difpofed to grow 
rancid fooner. As the oil expofed to fale varies much in co# 
lour and acrimony, if the apothecary is obliged to purchafe it, 
he fhould choofe that which is thick, vifcid, greenifh, fome- 
what opake, almoft infipid, or fweet, leaving no fenfation of 
acrimony in the throat ; and rejet that which is very white,

The root confifts of {mall branches, about the thick= 
nefs of a little finger, (a goofe-quill, Spielman,) proceeding 
from a thicker mifhaped head, — each of them jointed, va~ 
rioufly bent and contorted, with annular, thick-fet, fur- 
rows, and an acute membranous margin on each fide, run- 
ning its whole length ; (a longitudinal woody fibre alfo paf- 
fing through its center, as in Ipecacuanha, Berg.) externally 
of a yellowifh or pale brown colour,—internally white.

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It is diuretic, gently purgative, often excites a nau- 
fea, and fometimes falivates. It was introduced to the 
notice of Europeans, by Dr. Tennent, about 1736, who, 
having feen its good effets among the Pennfylvanian 
Indians, in the bite of the rattle-fnake, thought it might be 
ufefully employed in other difeafes which were accompanied 
with fome fimilar fymptoms. See his Phy/i ical Enquiries, Sc. 
Tt was accordingly tried with fuccefs in inflammations of the 
breaft and lungs, by Lemery, Fuffiew, and Du Hamel,

Dan.) and of a 
fibrous texture,—of a ftrong, durable, bitter, tafte, not ve- 
ry ungrateful, — without {mell, and without any manifeft af- 
tringency. (L. MZ. AZ.) Its want of aftringency is con- 
firmed by its not turning black with vitriolated iron. ( Mur 
ray App. Med. 3rd, page 462.) ‘The bark of the root is ef- 
~ teemed the beft, (Bancroft’s Hi/?. of Guiana. Murray ib.) 
which is diftinguifhed by the veftiges of fibres cut off. (Ph, 
Dan.) Reje& that which is old, woody, of a dark colour, 
(ib.) and but flightly bitter. (AZurray, 3rd. p. 460.) Ma- 
cerated in water, or fpirit of wine, it quickly impregnates 
both menftrua with its bitternefs, and a yellow tin@ture. Its 
virtues feem more perfectly extracted by cold than boiling 
water, the cold infufion being rather ftrenger in taite than

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the decoction ; which laft, whilft het, is pellucid and yellow’; 
becoming turbid and of a reddith brownas it cools. (L.4Z,//.) 
The milky appearance which fu/fiew fays it communicates to 
boiling water was not obferved by Lewis in the decoction of 
any of the fpecimens he examined, nor by Bergius, nor Crell. 

After being long ufed in Guiana as a medicine in alvine 
fluxes and hamorrhages, it was brought into France in 1713 5 
and, in an epidemic dyfentery, which raged at Paris in 
1718, neither yielding to purgatives nor . aftringents, —~ 
and faid to be made worfe by Ipecacuanha, — this bark . 
was given with fuccels by Fuffiew. (Hift. Ac. des Sc. Ann. 
1729.) Degner found it remarkably ferviceable in an epi- 
demic dyfentéry at Nimeguen in 1736; but the cure was 
more fpeedy and certain in fluxes of blood, and bloody mat- 
ter, than when the difcharges were bilious ;— and, from 
the experiments of Fuffiew, during 15 years, it appears to 
have been fuccefsful, not in dyfenteries only, but in chroni- 
cal diarrhceas of feveral fpecies. It was ufed with fuccefs alfo 
in an habitual dyfenteric cholic, (4. N.C. Vol. VILL. p- 
94;)—in achronical hepatic flux, by Boencken, (Nov. Ail.

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This plant is faid to have been known and ufed in Spain, 
Naples, and Montpellier, long before 1756, about which © 
time the experiments made with it at Vienna, in calculous 
complaints, excited the general attention. The greateft 
number of inftances of its good effects in fuch diforders were ~ 
when feated in the kidneys ; but there are many where a 
ftone was manifeftly in the bladder : fome patients found im- 
mediate relief, others not til! after fome months continuance 
of the remedy, and fome were reftored to perfect health. 
(Haen. Rat. Med. Vol. 1, & feq—Murray App. Fal. 2.) Xt 
has appeared alfo to be ferviceable in various difeates of the 
urinary paffages in which a ftone was not fufpected, — in ul- 
cerations, dyfury, ftrangury,—mucous, purulent, and bloody, 
urine, &c.—even a fuppreffion of urine, which had required 
the introduCtion of the catheter for more than three months, 
“was cured by Uva Urfi in a few weeks.

Ithas not indeed always fucceeded. Haller, who had la- 
boured feveral years under a dyfury, was relieved by it only 
for a fhort time. (Comm. nov. Gotting.) Itfailed with Acrel, 
in Sweden, both before and after lithotomy,— with /Verlheff 
in Germany,— and, in Eritain, the expectations of f{cveral 
(perhaps too much raifed) were difappointed. But, though 
Uva Urfi does not appear to be a folvent of human calculi, 
(and perhaps there is no fuch known, at leait when fwallow- 
ed,) it may be confidered as-2 valuable remedy, if it only Jef- 
fens the torture, and thereby renders life more tolerable, 
(Murray ibid.) whether it does this by fome balfamic or un- 
known power, weakening the irritating quality of the urine, 
&c. or the irritability of the organs, this is not the place to en- 


quire.

To prevent this Oil becatfiti foetid, and turn- 
ing yellow or black by the accefs of the air, it 
muft be kept in phials, holding only a dram or 
two, filled full, clofe ftopped, tied down, and pla- 
ced with their mouths in fand, or immerfed in 
water.

mifts in London, and large Sere enor to fo- 
reign countries. 


The Dutch fublimate was long Gfpetied to be 
adulterated with arfenic, and is afferted to be fo, by | 
Piderit, fo lately as 1782. (Pharmac. ration.) \ffuch 
a fophiftication was, by fome peculiar management, — 
practicable, which Lewis feems to have been afraid — 
to deny,—it might be detected by the {mell of gar- 
lic upon throwing it on burning coals. Experiments, — 
however, have lately proved not only that arfenic | 
will not fublime with an heat which elevates muria- 
ted Quickfilver ; bur a ftronger argument againft 
fuch fophiftication is, —— that afenic 3 is not necef- 


fary 
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- fary to increafe the produce,—as fuch increafe can be 
effected without the admixture of any arfenic at all. 


The operator fhould be careful to avoid the per= 
nicious fumes, which arife on mixing the vitriolic a- 
cid with the Quickfilver, ‘and to choofe for the fub- 
limation a glafs cucurbit, of which the ingredients 
will occupy only one third. In the procefs, the vi- 
triolic acid, after having corroded the Quickfilver 
to a white éalx, and to this the fea-falt has been ad- 
ded, quits the falt to unite itfelf. with the Natron, 
which is the bafis of fea-falt; the muriatic acid, 
thereby fet free, unites with. the Quickfilver more 
readily when affifted by the increafing heat, and 
fublimes with it in a white cryftalline mafs, adhering 
to the upper part of the cucurbit.
